This afternoon I went to where 
the cattails. rustled in the slight

My first journey -was on some 
of the water-ways leading back to- 
ward the swamp sbut none of them 
Jed far enought to satisfy me. 
There were many rounded little 
hills on either side and in ile 
swamp. I Joved its rumpled carpet. 
Here and there I noticed a tree 
that had not stood the strain. of 
winds and had snapped Jeaving its 
top buried in the snow. Occasion- 
‘ally there was an oval depression 
scooped out by winds’ eddying ar- 
ound a rock or stump. Parts of 
the land seemed locked in winter 
forever. 


After exploring here I went up 


pond to the garden of cattails. 
Right at the edge was the musk- 
rat’s house, showing above the ice 
and carefully constructed of sticks, 
bits of moss, mud, reeds and. cat- 
tails.

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UMO RESEARCH GRANTS 
REACH ALL-TIME HIGH IN ‘77 

Research grants reached an all- 
time ‘high, $7,007,605, during 1977 
at the University of Maine at 
Orono and allowed the university’ 
to serve Maine and the nation 
through a variety of activities in 
sciences and humanities. ; 

‘Woodstoves, a new dict for 
lobsters and a study of radioactive 
wastes were among the research 
problems directly related to the 
Maine economy. An economic pest 
‘was pinned down as a true Maine 
native when Old Town graduate 
student Leonora Bauer found that 
the black flies making pests of 
themselves in later summer ar- 
ound the Penobscot River water- 
shed were misnamed. 

While most people don’t care 
what generic name the black fly 
they swat uses, it has been chang- 
ed to “Simulium penobscoti” after 
the river system from which it 
was collected. This research is all 
part of an expanded’ black fly re- 
search program started at UMO in 
AST7, 

Not yet named, but. new, are the 
salt water animals discovered in 
the Gulf of Maine by Dr. Leslie 
Watling, a taxonomist at the Ira 
C. Darling Center, UMO’s marine 


laboratory at Walpole. Watling is- 


working under a grant from Tax- 
on, Inc., to gather data on animals 
in the gulf for an Environmental 
Impact Statement. required by law 
before oil drilling leases are 
granted by the Department of th 
Interior, ’ 
Prof. Richard C. Hill, mechanical 


engineering, has the only current | 


federal grant in the country to 
study the output of a wood stove 
and the heating needs of a single 
family home, a project that may 
solve cost, energy waste, safety 
and pollution problems not only 
for Maine but elewhere. 

These and other projects in- 
volve faculty members and student 
assistants, and one group of un- 
dergraduates applied for and re- 
ceived its own grant for summer 
study of the behavior of radioac: 
tive wastes reléased from a nuc- 
lear réactor. Thé group was one 
of 64 in the nation awarded a 
grant from the National Science 
Foundation, and the $19,450 award 
was also one of the seven largest 
given in 1977 to a student study. 

Another UMO student was aw- 
arded a National Endowment for 
the Humanities Youth Grant. His- 
tory major Michael Chaney of 
Wiscasset will collect and prepare 
ian exhibition of the work of Jo- 
seph E. Leighton, a Wiscasset area 
photographer in the early 1900s. 

Grants weré giyen not only for 
scientific studies, The UMO’ Coop- 
erative Extension Service's Senior 
Community Service Project  re- 
ceived $608,500 to provide 168 
positions for older people who 
want to activate old skills or de- 
velop new ones and to reintroduce 
them into the labor force, The 
1977-78 grant was appreciably 
larger than the previous $309,500 
which provided positions for 95 
older adults and served 20,000 
Maine people, 

Ellis Monique Waller was added 
to the CEF staff in the program 
as a4 specialist on aging, one of the 
first such positions in the country, 

The unversity’s Canadian-Ameri- 
can Center received a $9,603 grant 
trom the William H. Donner Foun- 
dation to assist in the creation of 
the first French Canadian program 
in the United States. The Quebec 
government is also providing assis- 
tance to the Center, 

Workshops throughout Maine 
were launched in 1977 by two 
UMO education faculty members, 
Bernard Yvon and John W. But- 
zow, to train people in the use 
fof metrics, Workshop participants 
are expected, under the grant 
from the U. S. Office of Education, 
to return to their homé areag 
and teach others, 

Dr. Frederick H. Hutchinson, 
wice president for research and 
public service, said 1977's $7,007,- 
605 in grant money represented 
186 fuitded projects out of 255 
submitted. This was a considera: 
blé increase over the past two

VIOLENT CRIMES UP DURING . 
FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1977 

There were 30,820 ‘property 
crimes and 4,131 violent crimes 
reported in Maine during the first 
nine months cf 1977, said the 
Maine State ‘Police’s Uniform 
Crime Reporting (UCR) unit, : 

The property crimes—burglary, 
Jarceny, and motor vehicle theft— 
decreased by 140 reported crimes 
compared to 1976, The violent 
crimes — murder, rape, robbery, 
and assault—increased by 224 re- 
ported crimes. 

"The clearance rate or the dis- 
position/solving/ete. for reported 
crimes was 28.9%an increase of 
3.6% over January through Sep- 
tember of last year,” said Colonel 
Allan HH. Weeks,.. Chief of the 
Maine State Police. 

During the nine-month period 
$10,330,016 worth of property was 
stolen compared to $9,891,294 last 
year. Local, county, and State Po- 
lice officers recovered 42.8% com- 
pared to 37.5% last year. 

Burglary—also known as Break- 
ing & Entering—decreased by 532 
for a total of 9,801. There were 
7,422 involving forcible entry; 
1,587 unlawful, no force; and, 792, 
attempted forcible entry. 

Larceny—the unlawful taking of 
property from another with the 
intent to deprive ownership—in- 
ereased by 137 for a total of 
19,039. Larcenies included pocket 
Picking, 56; purse snatching, 101; 
shoplifting, 1,645; from motor. ve- 
hicle, (out of), 3,713; motor vehi- 
cle parts and accessories, 3,173; 
bicycles, 2,527; from buildings, 
3,402; coin operated. machines, 
131; and, all other, 4,391. 

And, motor vehicle theft in- 
creased by 255 for.a total of 1,980. 
The reported thefts consisted of 
1,400-autos; 255 trucks and buses; 
and, 325 other vehicles. 

_ Regarding violent crime, murder 
increased by nine for a total of 21, 

The State Police UCR report 
stated 113 reported rapes—an in- 
crease of 34 over the same nine- 
month period last year. Eighty- 
four cases were reported as rape 
‘by force, and 20 reported as at- 
tempts to rape. 

Robbery increased by four for a 
total of 294 cases. Fifty involved 
the use of knives; firearms, 102; 
other weapons, 13;. strong arm, 
(“muggings”, etc), 129, 

And assault increased by 177 
for a total of 3,703. There were 
2,325 simple assaults with the re- 
mainder being aggravated assaults 
The reported aggravated assawii 
cases included the use of fire- 
arms, 129; knives, 165; other wea- 
Pons, 205; and, hands/fists/feet, 
ete., 879.

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ROLE OF NEWSPAPERS IN 
LOCAL HISTORY IS‘FEATURED 
AT SOCIETY MEETING 


The role of newspapers in local 
history was the ‘topic of the 
monthly meeting of the Bethel 
Historical Society held Thursday 
evening in the meeeting room of 
the Dr, Moses Mason House, Ran- 
dall H. Bennett, chairman of the 
Education and Research Commit- 
tee, presented a brief history of 
newspapers in the nation and 
Maine, In the colonial period, 
newspapers were weeklies, printed 
on rag paper with little Jocal news 
provided except for obituaries. 
Usually the news that was present- 
ed was quite old by the time it 
reached its readers, By the 1830's 
however, daily newspapers came 
into being with larger circula- 
tions. As competition grew later 
in the century the freshness of the 
news became increasingly signifi- 
cant, Rivalries were legion and 
truth not always respected. Ac. 
cording to Bennett, most news- 
papers for the greater part of 
their history served political in- 
terests without apology, a situation 
far different from the professed 
objectivity of today. 

The ¢irst newspaper in Maine 
was the “Falmouth Gazette” pub- 
shed in Portland in 1785. The 
first one in Oxford County was 
“Russell’s Echo” founded by Elijah 
Russell in Fryeburg in 1798. It 
lasted but nine months. The first 
newspaper in Bethel vas the 
“Bethel Courier” which first -ap- 
peared in 1858 and failed in 1861. 
The town: would not have another 
newspaper until 1895. During this 
period readers in Bethel depended 
upon the “Oxford Democrat” 
founded in 1833 which began as 
an organ of the Democratic party 
with ‘Targely national news but 
gradually accepted more and more 
local items. “As a result,” said 
Bennett, "it contains a wealth of 
local detail which is, invaluable to 
local historians.” In 1895 the 
“Bethel News was founded and 
was succeeded by the “Bethel Ox- 
ford County Citizen” in 1908 which 
continues to the present. 

Because of the importance of 
newspapers to history, the Sov'ety 
has undertaken an extensive mi- 
erofilming project designed to 
preserve this important source and 
to make it readily available to 
‘tthe public. To date the microfilm 
collection of the Society includes, 
the “Oxford Observer", 1824-28; 
“Oxford Democrat” 1833-1933; 
‘Bethel Courier” 1858-1861; “Beth- 
el News” 1895-1908; “Rumford 
Citizen” 1906-1908; “Bethel Citi- 
zen” 1908-1976. 

_ Bennett also discussed his pro- 
ject of compiling a selective index 
of the “Oxford Democrat” which 
will make these newspapers more 
important to the local historian, 
genealogist or interested public 
Since any information can be 
readily found if present. To date 
Bennett estimated that the index 
already possessed some 26,000 
items, 

_Following Bennett's presenta- 
tion, a film “The Colonial Printer” 
was shown which depicted life in 
a print shop just prior to the Am- 
erican revolution. Printing tech- 
niques such as wetting the paper 
before use and organization of the 
shop as well as the impact of the 
Press upon the public were clearly 
illustrated.
